“At the present time,” says Mr. Mallalieu, “it is burn­ 
ing up ita material assets at the rate of well over half 
h pillion dollars a year.

We all bear .the burden in one form 
or another—it is unescapable.” 
Although the department of commerce is applying this 
statement to the nation, there is a local application in 
every hamlet and city in the country. 
Fire losses over 
this country are to a great extent caused by rank care­ 
lessness and disregard for property once the property is 
our own. 
We may carry a great deal of insurance on 
the office building or the home, but we never carry the 
full value; we always have to count the inconvenience 
and the discomforts. 
All this can be avoided in most 
cases with the use of ordinary care. 
Recently a newcomer to Albany-Decatur was heard 
to declare that he thought a celebration was in progress! 
at hearing what he thought was a whistle blowing. On 
that particular day he declared that the fire siren was 
heard on a number of occasions.
